A temporary editor, filling the gap left by a genius in Christian Education, 
may be permitted a word of praise for the man in whose debt we so deeply 
stand. Vesper Ward was called by the National Church not merely because 
of his technical competence, but primarily for his profound grasp of the educa- 
tional problem of this age. ““V.O.'s’” rare skill as a personal, marriage, and 
family counsellor is in itself evidence of his understanding of the contemporary 
crisis. He realized to the full the fact that Christian Education is not a segment 
of the Church’s program; but the beginning, the end, and the all of it. The 
function of the Church is the conversion and the nurture of man in the redeem- 
ing life of the Faith. And, within the “Body of Christ,’ the family is the crucial 
factor. If we are to conquer the spiritual illiteracy of our day we must begin 
with parents. All that we try to do with children is likely to be thwarted unless 
parents are converted people. 


Promotion, publicity, “Youth Work,” the challenge of the colleges, social 
relations . . . all are vital segments of the integrated educational mission of the 
Church. So, too, in a peculiarly intimate degree, is that personal counselling in 
which Canon Ward achieved so much. In his going the Cathedral lost an 
effectual curé of souls, and a brilliant preacher who never forgot the liturgical 
values of the Anglican pulpit. In his leaving the Diocese lost a great priest and 
leader whose place can not soon be filled. May God be with him in the great 
task to which he has been called! 
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Striking Paragraphs from the Bishop’s 
Address To Diocesan Convention 1948 


A study of history makes us increas- 


_ ingly conscious of our spiritual affinity 


with the whole race. Crises that seem 
utterly individual and unique, judged 
from a contemporaneous point of 
view, are on deeper inspection but the 
repetition of what transpired, per- 
haps, hundreds of years ago in a dif- 
ferent environment and background. 
One of the supreme values of the 
Bible is found just here. The Divine 
Library, looking at life under the as- 
pect of eternity, records those crucial 
moments in the life of an individual 
or a nation that have their parallel in 
almost every age. Successes won from 
bitter failure, collapses in the midst 
of prosperity and apparent security, 
victory from impending defeat, tra- 
gedy when the cup was brimming 
with success, all are narrated in the 
Book of Books. 

This is no day for a shivering, re- 
luctant, self-depreciating Church. 
The world will thrust such roughly 
aside. Days of difficulty and disillu- 
sionment ex us as unworthy of 
the Triumphant Christ, if they evoke 
no radiant self-denial, no willingness 
to immolate ourselves upon the altar 
of sacrificial brotherhood, no eager ac- 
ceptance of the invitation to worship, 
no abiding dedication to the things 
for which Jesus lived and died. 

If the prophet saves only those 
whom he dooms, we may well heed 
Berdyaev's indictment of the 


Churches, and I quote: 


“Despite the complacent self-assur- 
ance of many Christians, and by no 
means the least sensitive among them, 
all is not well with the historic mani- 
festations of Chritsianity. The weak- 
ness of the Christian Churches is as- 
tonishing in comparison with the ex- 
ceptional dynamism exhibited in the 
world today. The Church never seems 


_to be able to proclaim its first and last 


word; it merely lags behind what is 
happening in the world; it is either 
duped by it, or assumes the posture of 
a moralizing onlooker and judge. . . 
I do not suggest, of course, that Chris- 
tianity has ceased to be the truth or, 
indeed, in any way ‘operative in the 
world.’ Nonetheless, the historical 
manifestations of Christianity give 
the impression of spent and exhausted 
forms with life plucked from their 
body. This may be a terrible state- 
ment, but it is, perhaps, more sincere 
than the counsel of ‘applied reli- 
gion’.”” | 

The Kingdom of God will not 
come to our beleaguered earth 
through the multiplication of our 
meetings and conferences, nor 
through the whir of highly compli- 
cated mechanisms; all of these are fu- 
tile unless our individual lives are 
lifted to levels of moral grandeur and 
joyous sacrifice; unless we show by 
our gift of talents and money that the 
Church we claim to love has a first 
priority in our lives. 

Here in California God has given 
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us an opportunity for evangelization 
which will doubtless never come 
again in our generation, perhaps in 
the next hundred years. We condemn 
the Church to ineptitude by with- 
holding the means whereby we can 
capture the spiritually undedicated, or 
release the imprisoned splendor that 
the presence of the Holy Spirit as- 
sures, and claim for Christ a multi- 
tude who may well add new lustre to 
His Kingdom. “Speak to the children 
of Israel that they go forward!” 


THE NEED FOR SPECIAL OFFERINGS 


We are faulted—the Council and I 
—for undertaking two or three proj- 
ects simultaneously, upon the assump- 
tion that one appeal hinders or can- 
cels out the other. Sometimes the 
Clergy have a pardonable irritation 
over special offerings, established by 
canon or by the authority of the 
Council. I wish that this Convention 
would appoint a committee to check 
over these special canonical appeals, 
and—frankly—to ask for their elimi- 
nation if, in the judgment of the Con- 
vention, they are not justified. But I 
must plead with the Diocese to be 
reasonable and realistic with regard 
to appeals that cannot normally be in- 
cluded in budgetary anticipation. 
Often those who are troubled by the 
issuance of these requests do not con- 
tribute to them personally, and obvi- 
ously their arguments are invalid, ab 
initio. But those who are generous 
and sacrificial and who do try con- 
scientiously to respond to appeals 
sent out by the Bishop—who is acting 
upon. orders—often fail to realize 
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that appeals are like sieves — they 
catch certain numbers in terms of the 
interest of those individuals. The per- 
centage of contributors is revealing, 
and sometimes disquieting. We have 
over 20,000 communicants, and 
often-times a fraction of 1% only re- 
spond financially to a legitimate and 
justified appeal. Our finest record— 
and for this I thank God—is revealed 
in the appeal of the National Church, 
of which the Reconstruction and Ad- 
vance Fund, and the Presiding 
Bishop’s Appeal for World Relief are 
notable examples. I muse upon what 
the Church could do if those who sin- 
cerely claim to be devoted Churchmen 
would readjust their list of priorities 
by emulating—if you will—the ex- 
ample of some Evangelistic groups 
who accept the obligation of the tithe. 
We in the Episcopal Church are per- 
haps the most prosperous, per capita, 
of any of the Communions, but we 
fall far short of the per capita invest- 
ment of groups like the Seventh Day 
Adventists and other Communions in- 
stanced by the publications of the 
Stewardship Council. Men of large 
affairs often delegate their Church in- 
terest to the women and children be- 
cause of the seeming irrelevance of 
organized religion in the current 
scene. Where life is established in 
such large and impressive units mag- 
nitude seems to be of the essence of 
greatness. I suspect that they do not 
realize that investment is the basis of 
interest, and that by their prudential 
contributions to the Church’s work 
they are condemning its leaders to a 
relativity of effort and achievement. 
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I muse also upon the inconsistency 
of those who repudiate the ideology 
of Communism, with its attempted 
liquidation of God and its consequent 
atheism, and emulate the Communists 
in their practical indifference to God 
by absorption in a secular culture and 
a complete neglect of the one institu- 
tion which is pledged to establish the 
kind of Democratic way of life which 
they would preserve at all hazards. 
The more one gives for any Church 
enterprise, the more he gives. The 
Parish must not be jealous of the Dio- 
cese, nor the Diocese of the Parish or 
the National Church. We have a 
three-fold citizenship, but it is one. 
A citizen of San Francisco is a citizen 
of California; a citizen of California 
is a citizen of the United States. A 
communicant in a local parish is a 
communicant in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia, and a communicant of the 
Diocese of California is a communi- 
cant of the Episcopal Church through- 
out the world. 


INVESTMENT IN THE FOREIGN FIELD 


The ultimate test of the interest and 
devotion of a diocese with regard to 
the missionary program of the 
Church-at-large, may be fairly accu- 
rately gauged by the sacrificial dedi- 
cation of its offerings and more espe- 
cially by the commitment of lives to 
the enterprise overseas. Dioceses like 
Virginia and Massachusetts, for ex- 
ample, need little stimulation in mis- 
sionary interest because of their in- 
vestment in personality in foreign 
fields. One cannot live comfortably 
in a parochial or diocesan cocoon

when his prayers for the growth of 
the Kingdom among strange cultures 
are underlined by the occasional fur- 
lough of native sons and daughters 
from one’s own parish or diocese who 
refresh the fading enthusiasm of con- 
ventional worshippers with the assur- 
ance of the present power of the 
Christian gospel to redeem and to 
save. 


CHALLENGE OF GENERAL 
CONVENTION 


The meeting of the General Con- 
vention in San Francisco next year 
offers this Diocese unusual opportuni- 
ties of learning more about the na- 
tional and world-wide interests of the 
Church. We shall see and hear many 
of its leaders and witness some of 
the results of their work. The better 
prepared we are for their coming the 
more we shall receive from their 
being here. 


Briefly, as I understand it, it is 
proposed to arrange next fall a series 
of colorful exhibits in San Francisco, 
and possibly also in Oakland and San 
Jose. These exhibits, to be open to 
the public, will portray in vivid fash- 
ion many phases of the Church's 
program in this country and in lands 
overseas. Representatives of the Na- 
tional Council are ready to cooperate 
in securing the information and visual 
material required, and to assist in 
other ways. The training of lay 
workers, through study groups in. par- 
ticipating parishes and missions to in- 
terpret the exhibits will, we trust, 
make the whole undertaking a signifi-

News of the W hole 
Church 


At the close of the April meeting 
of National Council, Presiding 
Bishop Sherrill dedicated the beauti- 
ful chapel in Seabury House. The 
chapel was given by Bishop W. Ap- 
pleton Lawrence and other members 
of the Lawrence family, as a memor- 
ial to the late Bishop William Law- 
rence, Bishop of Massachusetts and 
founder of the Church Pension Fund. 
The dedication service was attended 
by nine members of the Lawrence 
family. 

Starting with the late Trinity sea- 
son, there will be a special edition of 
Forward — Day by Day for young 
people. It will contain the daily Bible 
readings, together with special ma- 
terial keyed to the UMCY Program 
throughout the year. 

The War Assets Administration has 
given to the Church, without any 
cost, a million bottles each contain- 
ing 100 atabrine tablets. This is the 
drug developed during the war which 
did so much to control malaria. It 
will be of great value in all of the 
Oriental mission fields. 

Financial matters in China cannot 
be described. “Fantastic” is far too 
weak a word. A missionary salary 
basis of $100 Chinese National Cur- 


rency was considered liberal at one 
time. In January 1947 a salary of 
$200,000 CNC per month meant 
$59.70 in U. S. money. In March 
1948 a monthly salary of $1,000,000 
would net $14.29 in U. S. money. A 
clergyman with wife and five children 
received last month $77.29, which is 
209% of what he would have re- 
ceived in 1936. 

The House of Bishops in 1946 
passed a resolution recommending 
“that every parish and mission 
throughout the Church make at least 
one offering each year for the en- 
largement of the Church Building 
Fund Commission’s Permanent Build- 
ing Fund.”” The last Sunday in Oc- 
tober has been designated for observ- 
ance of all congregations as Church 
Building Fund Sunday. The Com- 
mission’s new address is 170 Remsen 
St., Brooklyn 2, N. Y. 

As a living memorial to its late 
president, Charles W. Sheerin, Epis- 
copal Service for Youth (Church Mis- 
sion of Help) is founding a scholar- 
ship to be named for him and hopes 
that his countless friends throughout 
the country may wish to have a share 
in it. 

Dr. Sheerin was national president 
from 1944 until his death on April 5. 

The organization’s latest report 
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shows that more than 8,500 young 
people during the past year sought 
help from the 15. diocesan branches. 
Scholarships are much needed to train 
workers for this skilled and special- 
ized service, combining the highest 
standards of social work with the spir- 
itual resources of the Church. 


Overseas Department Has 
Liaison O fice Here 


Besides serving as a depository of 


religious literature issued by all de- 


partments of the National Council, 
the San Francisco office of the Council 
has been made ‘‘the liaison office of 
the Overseas Department’’ for the 
convenience of missionaries and 
others passing through the city en- 
route to the Pacific area or returning 
to the United States from that area. 
This action has been taken, with the 
approval of Bishop Block, by Bishop 
John B. Bentley, formerly bishop of 
Alaska and now Vice-president of 
the National Council and director of 
its Overseas Department. A Com- 
mittee of Hospitality is being organ- 
ized, whose members will meet mis- 
sionaries arriving by ship or plane, 
assist them through customs, find 
hotel accommodations and necessary 
transportation. In Bishop Bentley's 
words, this responsibilty will be “a 
service to the whole Church.” 


Notes From Cc.wW.S. 


Church World Service reports that 
515 pounds of clothing for distribu- 
tion overseas has been received at the 
Richmond Warehouse from the Pro- 
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testant Episcopal Churches in this 
area. 

During the first two months of this 
year CWS made 340 shipments of 
goods to aid the destitute people in 
30 nations overseas. About 65% of 
the supplies went to countries in Eu- 
rope, several of which were Austria, 
Holland, France, Finland, Hungary, 
Poland, Denmark and Yugoslavia. 
The rest was sent to people in China, 
Japan, Korea, Pakistan, Okinawa, and 
the Philippine Islands. In excess of 
$25,000 worth of drugs, medical sup- 
plies and surgical equipment was sent 
to the people in disease ridden areas 
of Asia. 


Chinese Want Scriptures 


A secretary of the American Bible 
Society in China, made a recent trip 
to Hongkong and Canton, from 
Shanghai. ‘‘Some Chinese women, 
who had come by sedan-chair some 
thirty-four miles to attend their first 
post-war conference, discovered that 
Scriptures could be purchased at this 
conference,’ he wrote the Bible So- 
ciety. “For a long time their home 
town had been cut off from Scrip- 
tures. Immediately, these women took 
the money allowed for their return 
journey and bought up all the Scrip- 
tures they could and carrying these, 
they walked home. When people use 
car, rail or chair fare to purchase 
Scriptures and then walk, the Written 
Word really means something.” 

Never in the history of Missions in 
China has the demand been so great 
as it is today for copies of the com-

plete Bible, the report says further. 
From all over the country, except 
from the regions controlled by Com- 
munists, come increasing demands for 
the Word and, it is a fact, that most 
of the time of many missionaries is 
spent in Bible teaching. The Bible 
Society is doing all it possibly can to 
meet the need for Scriptures, but the 
means are limited and the need is 
immense. 


No Race Prejudice 
In the Philippines 


“No experience of discrimination 
against me because of my white skin,” 
is what I can report after almost a year 
and a half in the Philippine Islands. 
The kindness and courtesy of the Fili- 
pino with whom I have been asso- 
ciated has been one continuous happy 
experience. I never have been refused 
a room in a hotel or a table in a restau- 
rant. People have shown no sign of 
aversion when I have been seated be- 
side them in public vehicles. When 
I rented a house in the village of Upi- 
Nuro for my family none of the neigh- 
bors objected, nor did I hear anything 
said about the danger of property 
values being lowered because of our 
presence in the neighborhood. In fact, 
our neighbors have called on us and 
have invited us into their homes. Of 
course, I realize we are the only white 
family in the village and some excep- 
tion may be made for us since there is 
not any immediate danger of more 
white people coming to live here. 

I am sure though that there is a real 
absence of prejudice toward people 
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with white skins because people come 
to me and the other white priests of the 
Mission to receive the holy means of 
Grace that our priesthood enables us 
to administer. I have never known of 
a case where a person refrained to 
come to the Altar rail here because a 
white priest was administering the 
Holy Communion. Moreover, they 
come to us without hesitation to have 
their marriages blessed and their chil- 
dren baptized. Many of them come to 


kneel in the confessional to confess 


their sins to God before one of us 
white priests. 

I ask the people at home to share in 
my joy over the Christian attitude to- 
ward race here and pray that it may 
continue.—James P. Trotter. 


Clergy Warning 


The Rev. Dr. C. Rankin Barnes, 
Secretary of the National Council and 
Manager of the Transportation Bu- 
reau, calls attention to a misuse of 
clergy certificates by some holders of 
clergy books, in the West and South- 
west particularly. 

The Passenger Associations have 
complained that some holders of 
clergy certificates have allowed other 
persons to use their certificates. A 
part of the contract implied by the 
rules on the inside cover of the certifi- 
cate is this statement: ‘“This certifi- 


cate and clergy tickets are not trans- 
ferable, and if presented by any per- 
son other than to whom the certificate 
is issued, it will be forfeited, taken 
up and canceled.” 


It is to be hoped that no one will 
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in future jeopardize the existing valu- 
able arrangement with the Passenger 
Associations which provides for 
clergy rates. 


To Serve Lepers 


The Government of Liberia has 
given the Episcopal Church Mission 
there a 500-acre land grant for the 
relocation of the leprosy colony from 
Masseteen Island in Fisherman’s Lake 
near Cape Mount to more fertile lands 
and salubrious climate 35 miles in- 
land. In December, 1947, the Libe- 
rian government granted the colony 
an appropriation of $1,500 and prom- 
ised an annual appropriation for the 
work. The American Mission to Lep- 
ers provides an annual maintenance 
grant of $2,000. 


Clergy Salaries 


A higher proportion of parish in- 
come goes towards the rector’s stipend 
in the case of smaller parishes than 
true of larger parishes. This fact is 
brought out in a study just published 
by The Church Pension Fund. Par- 
ishes with annual income of $3,000 
to $3,500 pay out about 57% of this 
as stipend to their rectors, on the aver- 
age. Parishes with $25,000 to $30,- 
000 income apply about 20% as sti- 
pend. 

The Pension Fund in 1947 pub- 
lished a fairly complete study of the 
salaries of clergymen. This new study 
focuses on the congregation as a unit, 
and what it applies as stipend, rather 
than on the clergyman and what his 
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total stipend, often from several dif- 
ferent sources, may be. 

Compensation of $3,500 a year, in- 
cluding rectory rental allowance of 
one-sixth of the cash salary, is typical 
of what parishes with 300 to 400 com- 
municants and parishes with $7,500 
to $10,000 annual income pay their 
rectors, according to the report. The 
earlier study brought out that the aver- 
age stipend of the whole group of 
active clergy runs about $3,450 a year. 


Personal, Marriage, 
And Family Counselling 


Before Canon Ward was called to 
his new position in New York, 
Bishop Block had decided that 
Canons Ward and Montizambert, 
possibly with the assistance of another 
priest, should undertake a special pro- 
gram of “Personal, Marriage and 
Family Counselling.” This was to be 
primarily concerned with the personal 
problems of the un-churched, and of 
those who might come at the request 
of their own priest or minister. Often 
a rector wants help with a difficult 
case. Often an imdividual needs neu- 
tral counsel. Often an outsider des- 
perately calls for the secret help of 
one who opens his ears to him with- 
out regard for his religious connec- 
tions. With Canon Ward gone, this 
work on a limited scale is being un- 
dertaken by Canon Montizambert at 
the Cathedral. At first appointments 
will be necessary, but in the fall par- 
ticular hours will be set apart for this 


purpose. 
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St. Luke’s Hos pital 
School of Nursing 

The St. Luke’s Hospital School of 
Nursing, San Francisco, California, 
was founded in 1889 and will cele- 


brate its sixtieth anniversary next year. 
The school is accredited by the Cali- 
fornia State Board of Nurse Exam- 
iners to offer a three-year diploma 
course in nursing to well-prepared 
young women interested in a career in 
nursing. It gives a sound basic course 
in nursing, which prepares those who 
wish to go on into special fields of 
nursing as well as those who are pri- 
marily interested in the care of the 
sick at the bedside. Two scholarships 
are awarded each year to students for 
advance education‘ in their chosen 
field. 

During the three years that the 
student spends in the school, she 
learns under supervision to care for 
the acutely ill as well as the convales- 
cent patient. Her experience includes 
service in the Diet Kitchen where she 
learns the treatment of normal and 
abnormal conditions by means of diet. 
The student spends certain specified 
periods in the Operating Room and in

the Obstetrical Department. During 
the last six months of her basic course, 
she may elect to spend additional time 
in these services to learn more ad- 
vanced work. 

The large Department 
of the Hospital is also available for 
student experience. Here she learns 
the proper approach to the ambulatory 
patient and under careful supervision, 
makes visits to the homes of these pa- 
tients. Again the student may choose 
to spend more time in this depart- 
ment during her last six months, and 
at this time she assists with the teach- 
ing of the classes for the prospective 
mothers and with demonstrations of 
various phases of baby care given to 
the mothers in the Obstretical Depart- 
ment before they leave the hospital. 

At the present time practical in- 
struction in the nursing of children 
is given at the Shriners Hospital and 
Children’s Hospital in San Francisco. 
The student goes to the San Fran- 
cisco City and County Hospital for 
experience in handling communicable 
diseases. 

This is a very brief outline of the 
various special services open to the 
student and could be elaborated on a 
great deal if space would permit. The . 
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program should prepare the thought- 
ful student to take her place in the 
nursing world. She has the oppor- 
tunity by actual experience to decide 
on the field of nursing in which she 
would like to specialize. She is also 
prepared to take her place as a staff 
nurse either in the home hospital or 
elsewhere. 

The theoretical instruction in all the 
courses given is handled by well-pre- 
pared instructors in the school, as- 
sisted by staff physicians who have 
been interested in the teaching pro- 
gram for many years. Due to the great 
strides in medical science, particularly 
in the last few years, this instruction 
program has become of greater im- 
portance each year. The curriculum 
is carefully revised at the beginning of 
each semester to ensure that the latest 
teaching methods and tools employed 
in teaching are available and ready for 
the proper instruction of the student. 
The student is given twelve weeks’ 
vacation spread through the three- 
year course. 

The nurses’ residence is located on 
the hospital grounds and is connected 
with the hospital proper by means of 
a bridge. The residence also houses 
the classrooms and the nursing school 
offices. The first floor is devoted to 
these offices and to the library, con- 
ference rooms and living rooms. Life 
in the home centers in these living 
rooms and every effort is made to see 
that they are comfortable and home- 
like. A favorite room on this floor is 
the breakfast room, where those stu- 
dents who do not have to go on duty 
early in the morning gather to have

their morning coffee. Another point 
that might interest those who are not 
too well acquainted with the hospital 
and the school, is the fact that both 
buildings and the Outpatient Depart- 
ment as well are set in beautiful 
grounds offering ample opportunities 
for patients, students, and visitors 
alike to enjoy the gardens. 

There is an active Student 
Association which is affliated with the 
Student Nurse Association of San 
Francisco. Through both of these or- 
ganizations, many social activities are 
sponsored. Worthwhile projects are 
undertaken, and so far have been car- 
ried through very successfully. These 
projects do much to keep the student 
interested and informed about her 
duties and responsibilities as a mem- 
ber of the nursing profession. 

Each senior class of St. Luke’s pub- 
lishes a class annual— The Blue- 
Chambray—and through it, students 
and graduates alike keep in touch with 
the school and its activities. 

The Chapel occupies one wing of 
the Hospital. Here patients and nurses 
alike are offered the opportunity to 
attend services. The present chaplain, 
the Reverend Frederick Lattimore, 
visits the hospital regularly to call on 
all who may wish to see him. Regular. 
services ate held each Tuesday eve- 
ning. Communion services are held 
twice a month and on all special days 
and Communion can be received by 
the patients in their rooms if they are 
unabie to come to the Chapel. Each 
morning the student starts the day 
with a prayer and a hymn in the 
Chapel, thus helping to keep in mind 
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the spiritual aspects of her profession 
in its responsibility to the sick of the 

ity who have come to the 
Hospital for care. The doors of the 
Chapel are always open, and it is quite 
usual to see at least one or two people 
there who have paused for a few mo- 
ments of quiet reflection and prayer. 
No graduate of this school ever for- 
gets the Chapel and many return to be 
married there or perhaps to have their 
babies christened in the place that has 
grown to be the heart of the Hospital 
to them. 

It is a privilege to bring to the Dio- 
cese of California, the clergy and 
laity alike, a brief description of this 
school which is really an integral 
part of the work of the Church in its 
service to the community. The organ- 
ized care of the sick and disabled 
began under the auspices of the re- 
ligious and it seems fitting that the 
Church should sponsor with pride, 
not only the Hospital that cares for 
the sick, but also the school, where 
those who wish to learn to give this 
care in the best and most scientific 
way, May come. 


An Exam ple 
For Us All 


The Church of St. John the Evan- 
gelist, under Canon Furlong’s leader- 
ship, has given a striking illustration 
of the salutary results of the right ob- 
servance of Holy Days and “Days of 
Obligation” which occur between 
Sundays. Newspaper advertising of all 
such days has resulted in remarkable 
attendances, with acolytes, on such 
- great days as the Epiphany, the As- 
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cension, and All Saints’. The fact 
that, in a congregation consisting of 
people who work most of the time, 
such excellent results are being 
achieved is a challenge to the whole 
Diocese. Adequate publicity can do 
much for any Church.

design.

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Guild of the Holy Faith 
Book Notes 


A Hundred Years of Blessing. So- 
ciety for Promoting Christian Knowl- 
edge. Foreword by the Bishop of Ox- 
ford. This is one of the fascinating 
stories of the revival of the Religious 
Life in the Anglican Communion. 
The Community of St. Mary the Vir- 
gin, Wantage, was founded and 
guided thréugh its formative years by 
William John Buller, Vicar of Wan- 
tage and sometime Dean of Lincoln. 
Born in 1818, when the Church was 
awaking from her lethargy, familiar 
with historic and continental ecclesi- 
astical thought, Butler was a man of 
the Prayer Book, thoroughly Catholic 
and thoroughly Anglican. He brought 
to the founding of his community a 
deep understanding of the fundamen- 
tals of the Religious Life. 

The small beginning was in 1845, 
with humility and simplicity as chief 
traits. In 1875 there were already 
fifty Sisters, a hundred Associate 
Priests and Exterior Sisters, and eight 
branch houses. 


“The formation of a Rule,” it is 
said, “where it is the fruit of wise 
growth, will come as the result of ex- 
perience and not of theory, therefore 
it will have to be observed before it is 


formulated.” The fully printed Rule 


of this community did not appear 
until 1896, though its first version 
was drawn up by the founder in 1863. 
His vision was of a mixed life— 
Martha and Mary—including educa- 
tion, works of mercy and the Arts of 


the Church, all held together by 
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single-minded devotion. Today the 
Community has many houses — in 
England, in India and in Africa. The 
work of its Embroidery Room is 
known throughout the Church. The 
School of Plain Song is notable, as 
is the figure modeling, and the print- 
ing done by the Convent Press. 

We read that Dr. Butler in guiding 
this community leant heavily on the 
Rule of St. Augustine, which empha- 
sizes ‘Moderation and consideration 
for weakness, gentleness, cordiality 
rather than austerity, freedom of 
spirit, loving forbearance.” The Au- 
gustinian Rule throughout the cen- 
turies has adapted itself in varied ex- 
pressions of Christian life. This in- 
fluence will account for what, to this 
reviewer, is the outstanding character- 
istic of the Community of St. Mary 
the Virgin, its wise adaptability. It has 
brought to birth and guided no less 
than four other Religious Orders! In 
1877 from amongst the graduates of 
a rescue work of St. Mary’s a Com- 
munity of Reparation was formed to 
be known as the Servants of the Cross 
for the nursing of chronic cases, of 
little children and old people. In 1919 
there came the Society of the Servants 
of Mary, established to fill the needs 
of working women desiring to dedi- 
cate their lives to God in the com- 
munity. 

In 1943, after many years of feel- 
ing their way, the Companions of 
Jesus the Good Shepherd adopted its 
constitution. This is a body of teach- 
ets with several orders within itself. 
The Community of the Salutation of 
St. Mary the Virgin began its venture 


in 1941. Designed to fill the needs 
of older women, it is proceeding with 
gteat caution, but it may fulfill the 
wish of Dr. Butler that the founda- 
tion should include a life entirely de- 
voted to prayer. 

In addition to these four new 
foundations, the older Community of 
St. Thomas the Martyr, Oxford, is 
now happily i in the Com- 
munity of St. Mary the Virgin, though 
retaining their own Rule and Custo- 


mary. 

The Nursing Community of Christ 
the Consoler, sorely tried during the 
war, has asked for help and a Mother 
has been loaned them. 

Finally, within itself, St. Mary's has 
formed a Third Order amongst its 
Exterior Sisters. Always close to the 
inner life of the Community, a group 
of these women have been drawn to- 
gether under.a firmer rule with a two 
yeats’ novitiate —A.H.

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Since its creation two years ago, 
the Mothers’ Club has sponsored 
many activities, including: The Men’s 
Corporate Communion Breakfast, the 
Christmas Party, and the Easter Egg 
Hunt for the Sunday School.

Later this spring a whist party 
is planned for the purpose of raising 
money to aid in the of new 
furniture for the Sunday School. 

At present there are about 25 ac- 
tive members, but with the member- 
ship of the church steadily increas- 
ing, it is inevitable that The Mothers’ 
Club will gain many new members.

by a sign reading “Riverdale Acres.” 
There probably will also be signs in- 
dicating the Ranch. Turn in to the 
right, and bear left around a small 
white cottage, up the hill to the main 
ranch house.

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Book Notes 


By the Faculty of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
Edited by RANDOLPH CRUMP MILLER 


Two books of extreme importance 
this month are the co-winners of the 
Abingdon-Cokesbury Award. One of 
them is THE RELIGION OF MATURITY, 
by John Wick Bowman of the San 
Francisco Theological Seminary (Ab- 
ingdon-Cokesbury, $3). In this fine 
volume, a noted Biblical scholar deals 
with Jesus and the religion of the 
altar, book, and throne, and comes to 
the conclusion that these three em- 
phases are not enough, for they deal 
with the fragments of man’s nature— 
emotional, intellectual, and volitional. 
In the New Testament we find a re- 
vealed religion which fills the inade- 
quacies of the Old Testament. Its 
authority is the Incarnate Son who 
was what God expects man to become. 
Its sole technique is the spirit of 
Christ. Its product is the image of 
God, fulfilling God’s purpose in crea- 
tion. Its institution is the “body of 
Christ.” 

The other co-winner is PRAYER 
AND THE COMMON LIFE, by Georgia 
Harkness of Garrett Bible Institute 
( Abingdon-Cokesbury, $2.50). The 
three main divisions deal with the 
foundations of prayer, methods of 
prayer, and the fruits of prayer. 
Within this simple framework many 
helpful ideas, techniques, and theo- 
ries are provided. Those who do 


not pray should read this book to 
find out what they are missing, those 
who are concerned and try to pray 
but cannot will find ways of achiev- 
ing their soul’s sincere desire, and 
those who believe they pray well will 
find enrichment for their spiritual 
life. 

Alexander Zabriskie of the Vit- 
ginia Seminary has written the life of 
one of the great Christian leaders of 
the last generation in Bishop BRENT 
(Westminster Press, $3). The story 
is admirably told. One follows the 
Bishop from his birth (1862) and 
his boyhood in Canada on through 
his college and seminary, his early 
ministry in Boston, his acceptance in 
1901 of his election as Missionary 
Bishop of the Philippines, his Senior 
Headquarters Chaplaincy during the 
first World War and his ten years as 
Bishop of Western New York to his 
death in 1929. And one discovers 
that such an outline of his life is only 
the framework for vast, varied, and 
distinguished service to God and the 
world. He organized the missionary 
work of the Episcopal Church in the 
Philippines. He became a world fig- 
ure through his work with the Inter- 
national Opium Commission, twice 
serving as its president. He proposed 
and led in the work which culminated 
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in the whole Faith and Order Move- 
ment, presiding at the Lausanne Con- 
ference of 1927. He did an unusual 
work as Hea Chaplain in the 
first World War. In all these tasks 
he was preeminent; but it will be his 
work for unity, the movement which 
he began, and his writing, which will 
ensure him a place among the unfor- 
gotten names in the history of the 
Church. And it is his work for unity 
which makes the publication of his 
life at this moment, when the World 
Council is at last achieving form, a 
real event. All this story Dean Zab- 
tiskie has told with fine insight, but 
beyond that he has led us into the 
deep spiritual richness of Brent's life, 
his capacity for friendship, the mys- 
tical quality of his religion, its depth 
and power. For everyone who would 
find inspiration in the hard service of 
unity in the Church and in the world 
and for everyone who would find 
strength in the companionship of a 
great soul, this book will be a joy. 
(Edward L. Parsons.) 

C. S$. Lewis has a new book on 
MIRACLES (Macmillan, $2.50). He 
has attempted to deal with one of the 
most vexing problems of Christianity, 
that of the miraculous claims of the 
New Testament. He does well to re- 
mind us that miracles are essential to 
Christianity and that ‘‘a naturalistic 
Christianity leaves out all that is spe- 
cifically Christian.” A miracle is ‘‘an 
interference with nature by a super- 
natural power.” This is not, perhaps, 
a definition which would satisfy all 
theologians, but is certainly what usu- 
ally comes to mind. By the use of 
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clear logic, vivid illustrations, and a 
clear style, he leads the reader from 
the possibility to the probability of 
miracles. If God ever acts on nature, 
then it may be considered reasonable 
that he can in specific times and man- 
nets act to produce results which men 
call miracles. Of particular interest 
are the studies of the distinctive mira- 
cles of Christianity: the signs and 
wonders of ‘our Lord and especially 
the great miracles of his birth, resur- 
rection, and ascension. While some of 
the reasoning and conclusions of the 
author will be unacceptable to many 
who profess the Christian faith, it 
would be well for everyone to read 
this book. (James Leland Jones, Jr.) 

Muriel Lester, the great woman 
preacher, has given us a second vol- 
ume of her remarkable autobiography, 
It So HAPPENED (Harper, $2). The 
story begins in 1938, with her trip 
to the U.S.A. and then to Shanghai, 
and covers experiences in Europe, 
India, Palestine, Latin America, and 
other parts of a mutually suspicious 
world. It is refreshing to find this kind 
of faith and friendship expressed 
today. 

One hundred years after Horace 
Bushnell published his first chapters 
on CHRISTIAN NurTuRE (Yale Uni- 
versity Press, $4), they have been re- 
printed because of the demand. The 
book is the magna carta of Christian 
childhood. It was Bushnell who freed 
children from all the devils of a hell- 
ish childhood in New England and 
formulated the theory that “every 
child should grow up a Christian and 
never know himself as anything else.”

Rev. Edward Lambe 
Parsons, D.D., on the occasion of his 
eightieth birthday. Some 500 per- 
sons sat down to lunch and to hear 
the heartfelt tributes of the people to 
one who has long been recognized as 
a great Bishop, a rare gentleman, a 
notable scholar, and a leader of men. 
Both as a parish priest and as a 
Bishop of the Church of God, Ed- 
ward Lambe Parsons has ever been 
hailed as a champion of human lib- 
erties, and as the honest foe of those 
_Communistic and Fascist ideologies 
which assail the foundations of our 
Faith and of our country. The vigor 
of his mind and the depths of his 
insights have grown with the joyous 
increase of his years. God Bless him!
